When the Grand Jury went into session 
yesterday Inspector McClusky and the}

ty-five men who have been carried for 
months on the reports from the Second 


Inspection District as proprietors of places 
suspected of being poolrooms. The best 
the Inspector could do was to call up 
Assistant District Attorney Murphy dur- 
ing the day to report progress and declare 
that he and his men were doing their best | 
to effect service of the summonses. While 
Mr. Jerome was chafing under the delay, 
he decided that it would be a good plan to 
give them reasonable time to carry out 
their contract. 

That the grand inquisition to which the | 
poolroom people ard the police Rave been 
MBbjected by District Attorney Jerome 
already has begun to bear fruit became 
evident yesterday when Mr, Jerome an- 
nounced that he had succeeded in obtain- 
ing the names of the real proprietors of 
ea chain of about twenty-five of the big- 
gest poolrooms in the city, most of which 
are situated in ‘he Second Inspection Dis- 
trict. These poolrooms are operated by @ 
syndicate of eight men, one of whom is 
egaid to be a well-known politician, County 
detectives, armed with subpoenas, hunted 
yesterday for members of the syndicate, 
most of whom are known to have left the 
city for the South at about the time Mr. 
Jerome began his investigation. 


Diemel Diffident About Appearing. 

One of the members of the syndicate is 
“Sim " Diemel—the man who, when sub- 
poenaed for Thursday’s special session of 
the Grand Jury, sent his attorney, ex- 
‘Assistant District Attorney Daniel J.| 
O’Reilly, to the Grand Jury room to ex-| 
plain that he (Diemel) had been served in 
the afternoon with a subpoena calling for} 
his attendance the same forenoon, and} 
that as a result he had considered it su- | 
perfluous to respond. Mr. Jerome then | 
had the lawyer subpoenaed, and, after 
subjecting him to an examination, sent! 
him out to fetch his client forthwith. Mr. | 
werome also sent a county detective along | 
to see that the injunction was obeyed. 

Mr. Diemel went before the Grand Jury 
yesterday in response to a subpoena which j 
had been served on him when he had! 
called at the District Attorney’s office on 
Teursday, after the Grand Jury had ad-/| 
journed. Mr. Jerome personally examined | 
him. Before he was permitted to leave! 
the Grand Jury room, Diemel, whom Mr.| 
Jerome deemed an important witness, was 
served with a fresh subpoena demanding | 
his presence before the Grand Jury on | 
Monday. 

Mr. Jerome gave out for publication y 
terday the names of the other syndicate 
members, with exception, and ex- 
pressed the hope that when these men 
read in the newspapers that they 
wanted by the District Attorney's office 
they would come forward voluntarily, in 
o¥der to save further trouble. Here are 
the names: Charles Malloy, C. M. Harvey, | 
“Jakey’’ Josephs, James Beattie, 
McCauley of 63 Dey Street, and William | 
Law. 

Malloy is believed to be in charge of a 
bureau which disseminates racing infor- 
mation to the poolrooms in the syndicate. 
“ Jakey ’’’ Josephs and James Beattie are 
horsemen and well-known ** sports.”’ 
About the other members of the syndicate 
little is known, seemingly, at the District 
Attorney’s office. 

Base of Operations Downtown. 

The base of operations, according to in- 
formation in the possession of Mr. Je- 
rome, has been in Cortlandt and Dey | 
Streets. Poolrooms have been operated | 
by the syndicate in Nassau, Warre n, | 
West, Leonard, Cortlandt, and Dey Streets

The Rancocas, Rammed Twice, Is at 
the Bottom of the Upper Bay. 


Three ocean-going tugs, the Flannery, 
the Rancocas, and an ocean-going tug 
owned by the Standard Oil Company, had 
a marine tangle in the upper bay waters 
in and around Governors Island last 
night at 6:80 o’clock, the like of which 
has probably never been witnessed, 

The Rancocas was rammed successive- 
ly by the Flannery and the oil tug, and 
then, after a crazy career, without a crew 
aboard, sank off Liberty Island shoals. 
One green deck hand was on board the 
Rancocas at the time. He is missing. 
It was at first believed that he was 
drowned, but the fact that one of the 
small boats of the tug is missing later 
led to the theory that he had saved him- 
self. 

The damage inflicted on the tugs which 
collided with the Rancocas was not seri- 
ous. The tug Flannery got into trouble 
first in the Bast River at a point opposite 
Pier 1 in the North River. It was towing 
a New York Central float and was going 
north. 

The tug Rancocas, belonging to the 
King’s Plaster Company of Staten Island, 
was coming south. Ferries were darting 
in and out with customary frequency at 
the hour. 

The cause of the collision appears to be 
a mystery. The Rancocas and the Flan- 
nery struck each other without warning. 
The Captain of the Rancocas, however, 
had foreseen a collision, Believing he 
could avoid one, he signaled to go ahead 
full gpeed. 

The Rancocas struck the Flannery 80 
hard that it heeled over. The crew was 
frightened and all but one jumped to the 
float which was close alongside, attached 
to the Flannery. 

The Rancocas soon hit the Standard Oil 
tug. But the ofl boat was only slightly 
damaged. Then the Rancocas, water 
pouring in from many places, sank. 


STATE’S RIGHTS MEN AROUSED 
Pilotage Bill Vote Partly Due to Presl- 


dent's Attitude on California.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—An interesting 
fact emerges from the defeat of the Anti- 
Compulsory Pilotage bill yesterday. It is 
that the President’s message contributed 
powerfully to the result in a way the 
President did not expect. 

It was the paragraph in which the Pres- 
ident undertook to correct the attitude of 
California toward the Japanese that aided 
in the defeat of the Littlefield bill. iIt 
scared not only the State’s rights men, 
but even a good many who are pretty 
good Federalists. Many of these were Re- 
publicans, and at least one of them an 
essayist on the Constitution who upholds 
Hamilton's doctrines. 

These men came over to the Californians 
and said that they did not want to see 
the barriers between the Nation and 
States swept away altogether and that the 
President’s treatment of the Californian 
had awakened them to a rea- 
lization of the fact that the Federal 
supervision of State affairs was going 
too far. They considered that it ought to 
be checked and the equilibrium restored 
before anything more was done. 

Therefore, they said, they were going to 
vote against the Pilotage bill, which un- 
dertook to deprive the South Atlantic 
States of their present pilotage system.

Not Allowed to Go with American 
Engineers at Sandy Hook. 


PICKED OUT ON THE TRAIN 


All Held in Commandant’s Office 
While the Others Inspect Fortifica- 
tlons—A Jap Among Them. 


Several strange features marked the in- 
spection trip of the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers to the Sandy Hook 
Proving Ground and Fort Hancock yes- 
terday. The most remarkable of these 
was that out of the 600 or 700 guests 
who traveled to the windy strip to see a 
demonstration of big gun firing and to 
view the fortifications seven persons were

Seven Foreigners Picked Out. 


The Society of Mechanical Engineers 
has been holding a three days’ convention 


here. Yesterday morning at 9:15 o’clock 
between mm,’ and seven hundred engineers 
and guests left for Sandy Hook on a spe- 
cial train of the Central Railroad of New 
Jersey. A short time before the train 
reached Sandy Hook the secretaries of 
the President of the society walked 
through the cars and asked each of the 
guests if he was an American citizen. Out 
of the entire company seven admitted 
that they were foreigners. 

A few minutes later the train drew up 
on the Central Railroad tracks at Sandy 
Hook and backed along the sandspit on to 
the United States reservation. Here the 
train again stopped and a dozen or more 
officers of the Ordnance Department 
sprang aboard and introduced themselves. 
No move was made to invite the passen- 
gers to disembark until President Hutton 
of the American Society of Mechanical 
Engineers and Lieut. Cross of the Ord- 
nance Department came through the cars, 
the President crying: 

“All who are not American citizens will 
be so kind as to attach themselves to 
my party.” 

A voice from somewhere in the car sald: 

“A pleasant way of putting it.’’ 

The persons who had admitted they 
were not citizens stood out. The first 
was the Englishman, decidedly a Briton 
in his manner.. He admitted afterward 
that he was ‘well acquainted with Eng- 
lish and Japanese navy yards and showed 
that he was educated in matters of prog- 
ress in modern fighting ordnance. The 
second man was a Frenchman who either 
did not speak much English or was suf- 
fering from an attack of melancholy. 
Then came two Germans, who did not 
seem to know one another. Then came 
the Japanese, a little, inoffensive looking 
man. The sixth was a Canadian, a mere 
youth. The seventh was a Scot. 

“Seven, were there not?” said Lieut. 
Cross. “‘I beg your pardon. I see there 
are seven. Well, you gentlemen will come 
with me.” 

“Special courtesy will be shown you,” 
said President Hutton. 

Then the engineers began to alight from 
the train. The seven aliens went out by 
another platform with Lieut. Cross. The 
vast crowd of engineers massed around 
a sixteen-Inch rifle on the beach and 
heard a speech about the big gun’s pow- 
ers from Gen. Willlam Crozier, Chief of 
Ordnance. The seven foreigners who had 
{been picked from the large company were 
held a little aloof from the main body. 
They were, nevertheless, treated with in- 
finite courtesy, and few were the ques- 
tions that were answered evasively. No 
secret was made of the quality, velocity, 
| bore, and firing distances of the war ma- 
chines under testing process on the beach.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec, 7.—Born in 1808, 
when Thomas Jefferson was President, 
Miss Adeline Thomson, a belle of other 
days, died at her home in this city to- 
day from old age. 

Miss Thomson came from one ofthe 
most prominent families in Philadelphia. 
| She was the daughter of Edward Thom- 
j}son, who at the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century was a prominent and 
wealthy banker and merchant in this city. 
One of her brothers was John R. Thom- 
son, a2 United States Senator; another was 
Edward Thomson, a Rear Admiral in the 
American Nav). She was a first cousin 
to Mrs. William B. Astor, the grard- 
mother of William Waldorf and John Ja- 
cob Astor. 

Miss Thomson was ifn full possession of 
her faculties and kept in touch with so- 
cial affairs until a few days before her 
death. Despite her adyanced age she 
adhered to all the conventions. At her 
home or out, In Winter or Summer, she 
would never appear at dinner unless at- 
tired in evening dress. 


PAPER TRUST IN NEW FORM. 


Pool Said to Have Been Formed and 
Prices Already Raised.

MINNEAPOLIS, Dec. 7.—In spite of the 
fate of the General Paper Company and 
the fact that many of the mills which 
j were in the trust are now under indict- 
ment, most of the same paper manufact- 
uring companies throughout the country 
have entered a pool, according to state- 
ments of one of the prominent paper deal- 
ers of this city, which pool is said to be 
invulnerable to Federal prosecution. Un- 
der recent operations of this pcol the 
price of some paper has advanced from 10 
to 30 per cent. 

The plan adopted by the manufacturers 
is based on the so-called Parks Pool, orig- 
inated some years ago in New York City 
{and successfully used by steel manufact- 
lurers and box manufacturers. Under this 
toias price lists are first agreed upon, and 
every member is required to make a 
money deposit that the price lists may be 
maintained. The deposit is forfeited in 
case agreements are broken. Each mill 
is paid for shutting down when produc- 
tion exceeds the demand.

Discrimination and Fraud 
Charged in Utah Coal Cases. 


1,400 ACRES OF LAND TAKEN 


Dummies Said to Have Been Used—A 
Coal Dealer Driven Out of 
Business.

SALT LAKE, Utah, Dec. 7.—As a result 
of the Federal inquiry into the alleged 
discriminations and frauds practiced by 
railroads in attempting to control coal 
lands in Utah, indictments were returned 
to-day against both Harriman and Gould 
corporations and their high officers. 

The, Federal Grand Jury acted on evi- 
dence gathered at recent hearings of the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission. Fur- 
ther indictments are expected, especially 
because of coal land fraud cases, as many 
prominent men are accused of having 
had a share {In them. Senators Warren 
and Clark of Wyoming were mentioned in 
the evidence as persons who had tried to 
stop the inquiry into the frauds. 

The indictment against the Harriman 
companies embraces the Union Pacific, 
Oregon Short Line, the Union Pacific Coal 
Company, Everett Buckingham, General 
Superintendent of the Oregon Short Line, 
and J. M. Moore, General Agent in Salt 
Lake of the Union Pacific Coal Company. 
It charges violation of the Inter-State 
commerce law by discrimination against 
D. J. Sharp, a coal dealer, in Salt Lake 
City, who was forced out of business for 
cutting prices, 

The indictment against the representa- 
tives of the Gould interests embraces the 
Utah Fuel Company, H. G. Williams, its 
general manager; Robert Forester, Alex- 
ander M. Cowie, general manager of the 
company’s Wasatch store at Sunnyside, 
Utah; Elroy N. Clark, its attorney at 
Denver, and George A. Moore, its com- 
pany’s agent at Denver, They are charged 
with defrauding and attempting to de- 
fraud the United States Government in 
acquiring title to coal land in Utah. 

How Coal Lands Were Acquired. 

Indictments were also returned against 
Theodore Schulte, now employed by the 
H. B. Windsor Insurance Company, and 
Thomas Moore, clerk in the County Re- 
corder’s office at Salt Lake. They are 
charged with perjury before the Grand 
Jury. It was charged that they acted as 
‘‘dummies”’ for the Utah Fuel Company, 
and when questioned by the jury de- 


nied it. 

The indictment against the Utah Fuel 
Company and its six agents is based on 
the methods used in acquiring about 1,400 
acres of coal lands in Sevier County, Utah, 
The lands were filed on March 24, 1905. 


Robert Forrester, geologist and mining 
expert of the company, prospected the 
ground. Then George A. Moore, the com- 
pany’s agent in Denver, is said to have 
gone over the numerous claims, and on 
each caused to be dug an excavation 
exposing the coal deposits. 

According to the bill ‘“‘ dummy ” locators 
were then secured to make filings on the 
claims. These were mostly young men, 
who were each paid $5, their expenses to 
and from the lands, and $3 per diem while 
they were employed in entering the 
claims, with explicit understanding that 
the claims were to be conveyed to the 
Utah Fuel Company or its agents. 

The men were taken upon the lands, 
the coal deposits were shown to them: and 
immediately they filed application papers 

made out by the company’s attorney, 

Major William H. Bird. Major Bird has 
since died. ll the entries to the 1,400 
acres were made on the same date. 

On each of the claims a payment of 
$1,600 to the Government was necessary. 
Loans for this amount were made by va- 
rious persons. The Government prose- 
cutors charge that they were mere agents 
of the coal company. April 4, 1905, the 
coal lands were transferred to Frank A. 
Calkins, father-in-law of E. N. Clark, the 
Denver Attorney, who is indicted. 

From Calkins the lands were transferred 
to Frank B. Cook, a mining man of Salt 
Lake City. The allegation of the Govern- 
ment’s attorneys is that Cook holds the 
j lands in trust for the Utah Fuel Company. 


Punished Dealer Who Cut Rates. 

The indictment against the Harriman 
corporations and their officials is based 
on alleged unlawful discriminationagainst 
the D. J. Sharp Coal Company. Mr. 
Sharp recently told his story before In- 
ter-State Commerce Commissioner Prouty. 

In the Summer of 1905 the Harriman 
railroads made a rate to all coal ship- 
pers who brought in their coal during the 
Summer months at 50 cents a ton below 
the regular rate. Mr. Sharp endeavored 
to give his patrons the benefit of this ac- 
tion and advertised coal in Salt Lake 
City at $4.75 a ton, which was 60 cents 
less than the rate charged by members 
of the Coal Dealers’ Association.

The President’s Disclosure of His Plan 
to Congressmen May Cause 
Trouble In Japan. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—It now ap- 


pears that the settlement of the difficulty 
between Japan and the United States was 
not to be by a “treaty,” but by al 
“arrangement.” There is, strictly speak- 


ing, nothing in the way of carrying out 
this arrangement now, but it is evident 
that the President’s open discussion of 
his plan will make it somewhat diffioult 
for the Japanese to carry out their end 
of it. 

There was to be no treaty, no protocol, 
it is now stated. There was an under 
standing between President Roosevelt and 
Ambassador Aoki whereby Japan would 
herself prohibit emigration to the United 
States. The coolie companies were not 
to be permitted to send men either to 
the American continent or to Hawaii, but 
were to be compelled to restrict their 
energies to Manchuria ang Korea. Inol- 
dentally, Japan was to recede quietly 
from her position on the school question, 
The United States, of course, was to give 
something in return for all this—exactly 
what has not been disclosed. 

It was with this understanding in mind 
that the President made use of his eulo- 
gistic language about Japan in his mes- 
sage. This “arrangement” was what he 
had up his sleeve when he assured the 
California delegation that if they would 
keep their hands off he would settle the 
matter in a manner satisfactory to them, 
It is reasonably sure now that some of 
them had a fair idea before Congress met 
of the relief the President intended to 
grant them, and these men- were more 
cautious than the others in their expres- 
sions of resentment over the President's 
threat to employ ‘all the forces, mili- 
tary and civil, of the United States” 
against San Francisco. 

There was enough violent language, 
however, both here and on the Pacifio 
Coast to make the President feel that his 
position was incorrectly understood and 
that he was being put in a false light. 
He naturally wanted to stop criticism 
which was based on a misconception, and 
hence it was that he revealed his plan 
to the Senators and Representatives who 
talked with him on the subject on Wed- 
nesday. 

These Senators and Representatives 
came from various sections of the country 
and from both parties. Most of them 
were a long distance from California, and 
some about as far East as they could get. 
The California situation, however, had In- 
terested them, and they were afraid the 
President had gone too far. In proving

Meanwhile O. L. Schmuck, who had got 
out in safety, found that his room-mate, 
W. H. Nichols, was missing, and dashed 
back into the flames in an effort to find 
him In this heroic attempt at rescue he 
was so terribly burned that he died a 
few hours later in the Cornell Infirmary. 

The firemen who lost their lives were 
manipulating a hose when the north wall 
of the building collapsed without warning 
and fell upon them, pinning them under 
the burning débris until they were slowly 
roasted to death. 

Among those earliest on the scene and 
who contributed most to the work of res- 
cue were several Corne ll football men, in- | 
cluding Sam Halliday, the old full back, | 
and Earle and Gibson, the half backs of 
the season just ended.

|Court Holds That Property Outside the 
State Isn’t Taxable Here. 

The Appellate Division of the Supreme 

Court handed down a decision yesterday 


to the effect that personal property out- 
side the State could not be taxed here 
legally. 

A. G. Hyde & Sons were assessed at the 
sum of $40,000 in 1904. The amount was 
made up by including raw material at 
certain mills outside the State. The Tax 
Commissioners contended that the prop- 
| erty was taxable here because it would 
l be ‘brought within the State to be sold. 

The lower court reduced the assessment 
to $770,000, and decided that property 
i outside New York State was not taxable 
| aoe, The Commissioners appealed. 

Justice Patterson, who writes the opin- 
fon end with whom Justices Ingraham 
jand Laughlin concur, sustains the lower 
leourt. Justice Clarke dissents, contend- 
ling that if the property Is not taxable 
jhere it would escape taxation altogether.

'The Trust Has Discovered a New: 


Process Which Eliminates the 
Use of Sulphur. 


Officials of the Corn Products Refining 
Company (the Glucose Trust) admitted 
| yesterday that the fight made in Penn- | 
Ssylvaria against the use of glucose prod- | 
ucts, which had been whitened by the 
use of sulphur, had cost the company in | 
the neighborhood of $500,000. Only a 
small part of this was court fines and | 
costs, which had been assumed by the 
trust on behalf of the candy manufac- 
turers, several hundred of whom were 
arfésted in Pennsylvania charged with 
violating the Pure Food laws of that 
State, 

The report that hundreds of tons of the 
condemned glucose had been shipped into 
this State was denied by President Bed- 
ford of the Corn Products Refining Com- 


| pany, who said that instead of shipping 
| the few thousands of barrels that con- 


tained the dioxide of sulphur into New 
it had been sent back to the com- 
pany’s factory in New Jersey, there to 
be made over, and the sulphurous ingre- 
dient extracted. 

The fight against the glucose company 
was started in Pennsylvania several 
months ago, and it was not until Monday 
of this week that it was called off. The 
contention of the Pennsylvania authori- 
ties was that the sulphur in the glucose, 
which is used principally in the manu- 
facture of candies, was present in suffi- 
cient quantities to make its use a viola- 
tion of the food laws in that State. 

At least 500 small dealers in candies 
have been arrested in Pennsylvania 
charged with using the chemicalized glu- 
cose in their candies. The dealers ap- 
pealed to the Trust for aid, and, as they 
constitute a class of the very best cus- 
tomers the company has, the company 
paid instant heed. In the meantime, ac-

IN ATHLETIC SPORT 


Exceptions to Dr.-Eliot’s Sweep- 
ing Strictures by Penn Official. 


PHYSICAL COURAGE IN GAMES 


Clifford Pemberton, Jr., Declares That 
Intercollegiate Contests Develop 
the True University Feeling. 


Exceptions are taken to the recent re- 
flections of President Eliot of Harvard 
| University upon the subject of intercolle- 
| giate sport by Clifford Pemberton, Jr., of 
the University of Pennsylvania. The 
Treasurer of Pennsylvania’s Athletic As- 
| sociation believes that the Harvard Presi- 
dent tinged his remarks with more humor 
| than reasonableness when he said: ‘ To 
discontinue football, basket ball, and 
hockey at Harvard would go no harm.” 
The Pennsylvanian contends that the 
physical courage and the daring of the 
players in football, not duplicated in any 
other college sport, is the foundation rock 
upon which the truest and best of univer- 
sity feeling is built. 

As to President Elict’s condemning 
team work as an evil to be shunned, Mr. 
Pemberton declares that it is the devel-

in the participants. That self-denial and 
control are engendered, and with that not 
the vaunting for personal success, but the 
desire for the work of the team. 

As to cheating, he declares that it is 
far less and better controlled in ath- 
letics than elsewhere in the walks 
of life. That sports should be dropped 
because they are popular, aie rea- 
son advanced in regard to baseball par- 
ticularly, he is unable to comprehend. In 
short, the Pennsylvanian believes that 
without sport and contests the university 
feeling will dwindle to a thing of ashes 
and university life to a thing of rattling 
bones.

The reckless abandon with which 
the players throw themselves into the move- 
ments of offense and defense is nowhere | 
equaled in any of our sports, nor is there a | 
greater example of such high physical cour- 
age to be found in any of the exploits of 
the military or naval combats waged at va- 
rious periods... At the present day, under the 
stress of modern civilization, the tendency to 
avold physical pain or injury of any kind is 
s0 prevalent that when the indifference to 
such a course is observed enthusiasm and ad- 
miration fill the minds of the observers and 
That university where there is

Team work, condemned by President Eliot 
as a part of the system under which we are 
conducting our athletic games, is in our 
opinion quite as important as the test of 
courage in developing the character 
The required subordination 
of the individual as.a member of any athletic 
team contesting with that of another institu- 
tion tends to encourage self-denial, self-con- 
trol, and a desire for the success not of him- 
self, but of his coworkers, all trafts which are 
generally supposed to be a part of the high 
plane of character universally regarded as 
that to be attained. Is there no genuine merit 
in team work? In musical performances must 
there be only soloists; must we abandon the 
orchestra composed of many bending their 
efforts towards one goal and guided by a mas- 
ter mind? Is a concert of action in athletic 
sports wrong and to be avoided? Is the strug- 
gling bow oar in a ‘Varsity eight-oared boat 
race who leaps overboard to relieve his crew 
of a useless burden to be condemned for a 
sacrifice? Pennsylvania cannot indorse any 
such views as these, nor can she admit their | 
force. 

The conclusions of President Eliot regarding 
the evils of all sports requiring team work are 
/wellnigh inexplicable in view of the fact that 
he was once an oarsman himself. What kind 
crew would we have if every member 
in the boat pulled his oar in a different man- 
ner, and at a different time from every other 
member? With such a purpose the crew wowtd 
make no progress, and would-be fortunate, in- 
deed, if the shell did not overturn. When Dr. 
Eliot condemns team work in one breath and 
lauds rowing in another, he merely emphasizes 
his own inconsistency. 

The Harvard view regarding other sports, in 
which it is charged that there may be cheat- 
ing, is' as indefensible as their position gen- 
erally in athletic contests, for it is doubtful 
if there be any contest between men, bodies 
of men, organized or disorganized, where in- 
dividuals will not at times do what at heart 
they know to be wrong. Such actions do not 
affect the athletic engagements in which they 
participate, but condemn the individuals who 
do the wrong acts. To discard a articular | 
sport because some members engnéing in it 
violate the accepted rules, would be as ab- 
surd as to prohibit the public from riding on 
street cars because a few dishonest passengers

Register Padden’s Bill Is for 17

Water Register Michael C. Padden dis- 
covered an unmetered water pipe in the 
Bennett Building, at Nassau and Fulton 
Streets, a few days ago.

| company, refused to pay the bill. Then 
lit was declared that the insurance com- 
pany does not own the building. 
“Well, who does own it?” asked 
bewildered Register. 

He was told that Felix Isman of Phila- 
delphia owned it, sq he started after Mr. 
Isman or his attorneys. But for Mr. Is- 
man the point was raised that he was not 
responsible for the use of unmetered 
water. The next tip the Register got was 
| that George B. Wilson was the latest 
| holder of the property. There was more 
| investigating, and then word was sent to 
Mr. Wilson or his representatives that 
he must pay’ the »ill or the pipe would be 
removed. There was another refusal, and 
the order ‘ Rip out the pipe!’ was given.

diminution of geographical and 
travel literature is ever to be expected, One 
good reason for this is that natural forces are 
constantly changing the aspect of things on 
the surface. New hills and mountains are 
lifted into the air by volcanic energy, and 
others are blown to pieces by the same tremendous 
force. Rivers dig new valleys and deepen old ones, 
and their sources often eat back through the rocks 
till they tap other streams and steal their waters. 
Then human agency is constantly changing the ar- 
tificial appearance of the surface, and is incessantly 
studying in detail the regions which we have known 
only in outline. Thus the old world is ever new. 

A favorite diversion of geographers to-day is to 
spend their vacations in the careful examination 
of some small region that has not been exhaustively 
studied. Scores of men are doing what Carl Sapper 
did a few months ago. He went to two of the Ca- 
nary Islands, took levels, carefully mapped their 
surface forms from the lowest valleys to the highest 
hills, and wrote a monograph on these bits of land 
that has added substantially to our knowledge of 
them. Such work will go on more rapidly in the fut- 
ure than in the past, and we may confidently expect

BOOK of impressions is “ Algiers,” 

by a writer who has the literary gift 

to express them, though the es- 
sence of many of them would be 
likely to evaporate if recorded by a less 
skillful pen. The author fell in love with 
the old capital of the Deys during five 
months’ residence there, and though she 
has studied the swarthy peoples of Tunis 
and of Egypt she thinks that in neither 
does the Oriental life compare with that 
in Algeria, both In grace and in beauty. 

It means much to the tdurist that the 
French have imported ‘into the city of 
Algiers every comfort of the Occident, 
while poetic beauty and charm still per- 
vade the old Moorish villas and gardens, 
the mosques, and many other surround- 
ings. The spirit of the East is still in 
them. “With all that is repulsive to 
Westerners in the Oriental life hidden 
from our eyes, we saw the white Orient 
in its most ideal aspect, its spiritual 
meaning.” 

The author narrates the story of this 
morning land where the East and the West 
have met; goes down into its life to dis- 
cover the traces of what has been; threads 
the passages of the old town to talk with 
the little girls who are married at 12 
and old at 30; tells the romance of the 
palaces, describes the passing of the 
days, sees Lazarus in his rags at’ the 
gates, the orange peddlers rolled in their 
cloaks, asleep on the ground, and gives 
many glimpses of the native women whose 
lives are veiled like their faces. None of 
them is a vendor or toiler in the streets, 
though the opposite is true of the mass of 
Egyptian women. Many of the hidden 
ways of the followers of Islam are reveal- 
ed to the unbeliever, and the French 
have even opened the doors of the 
mosques in Algiers. In a mosque one day 
the author unconsciousty walked out of 
the big slippers with which infidels must 
cover their unholy feet, but she reclaimed 
them before her sacrilege was discovered. 

The whole story of what is and what 
has been is permeated with sympathetic 
insight and imagination. Narration is 
often spoiled by an overplus of uninspir- 
ing detail. This narrative kindles interest. 
If the reader is fitted to the book, he will 
enter t2 rome extent, at least, into the 
feeling and spirit of the writer. There 
are no statistics in these pages, scarcely 
a numeral, but fortunately there is an 
index, and any good book outside of fic- 
tien should have one. 

We hear so little of tne City of Tunis 
as compared with Algiers that it will sur- 
prise many readers to know that it is 
nearly three times as populous as the 
more westerly city. We supply this defi- 
nite fact, for the author says meraly that 
Tunis is the largest and most prosperous 
town on all the Barbary coast. She makes 
somre striking contrasts between the two 
cities. ‘‘ Tunis is not nearly as beautiful 
as Algiers, for it is mat upon the sand 
and lacks the stately arches of the ar- 
cades and of the ramparts which conceal 
the steep cliffs at the foot of the latter 
city.”’ 

Algiers is one of the cities of the Medi- 
terranean that have not been overwritten 
by English writers. The book was worth 
writing, the task has been admirably per- 
formed, and the pictures have much art- 
istic merit.

A writer who plunges into the swamp 
region of the Lower Mississippi to culti- 
wate the intimate acquaintance of moss 
picke and alligator hunters should be 
rewarded for his hardships with golden 
nuggets of literary material.

rize in this fetid region was Jake, the 
alligator hunter, who in year had 
yanked 200 little alligators and 25 big 
ones out of the mud and sent them to 
New Orleans, to be shipped to Zoos or to 
any one who delights in this kind of 
pet; and Jake is photographed in the act 
ef dragging one of these animals by the 
snout out of its hole. 

The author follows the river up through 
the rice, sugar, and cotton belts, finding 
in each region new phases of life among

‘We might think that among the 
farmers of the northern valley, intelli- 
gent, prosperous, living simply and work- 
ing hard, there would be little to tell, but 
there is really much to say when the 
chronicler is a keen observer and has an 
eye even for the little things that reveal 
character and conditions. 

The narrative ends in the far north, 
among the Indians, where the river is 
puny and wild rice grows in the swamps 
of the bottom lands. The photographs are 
admirable and very characteristic also, 
because, with some exceptions, each de- 
picts some phase of human life as seen in 
the byways of the great valley. Mr. 
Johnson {s a volumtnous writer, but he 
has written no book of more interest to 
Americans than this one.

R. LUIGI VILLARI’S book, “ Fire 
and Sword in the Caucasus,” ts of 
timely interest because it draws a 

vivid picture of the revolutionary out- 
breaks and the racial strife that have 
made many a scene of horror in parts of 
the Caucasus within the past year and a 
half; and it is of permanent value be- 
cause it is a careful study of the chief 
races living there—a study that was nec- 
essary to make some aspects of the polit- 
ical situation clear. This region was for 
two thousand years in the pathway of 
numberless migrations of people, each of 
them leaving some of its members behind, 
so that to-day the Caucasus, with its fifty 
or sixty different races and languages, 
surpasses in these respects any other re- 
gion of its size in the world. The Chris- 
tian Armenians and the Mohammedan 
Tartars were the factors in the terrwie 
massacres that began in February last 
year, the Georgians, with their socialistic 
ideas, have been very prominent in fo- 
menting the political unrest that has 
spread from one end of the Caucasus to 
the other, and the Russians, according to 
this writer, by oppression and tyranny 


have fanned the flame of discontent and 
violence and have been impotent to deal 
political or the racial 


either with the 
problem 

The Armenians formerly had even af- 
fection for Russia, for it was under the 
auspices of the Czars that they became 
the most prosperous of the Caucasus peo- 
ples, the bankers, merchants, and profes- 
sional men of the whole region. But 
after the liberalism of Alexander II. came 
the reactionary policy of the later régime, 
when Russia tried to turn the Armenians 
into orthodox Russians, closing their 
schools and confiscating their church 
property; the whole population of 1,200,000 
was then converted into revolutionists. 

The Armenians, however, do not go to 
the length of the Georgian Nationalists, 
who want autonomy, for the Armenians 
fear that with autonomy they would be 
swamped by the more Rumecrous races. 
What they ask is protection from the Tar- 
tars, the independence of their Church, 
freedom of education, and an honest and 
responsible administration. Not a con- 
cession has been made to them, they ex- 
ist in a state of fear and surly discontent, 
share the hatred of Russia that animates 
the Georgians and the Social Democrats 
of all races, so that the whole Caucasus 
is a caldron of political plotting and bit- 
terness. Russia has some confidence in 
the loyalty of the half-wild Tartars and 
noue at all in that of the other large ele- 
ments of the population. 

The author tells the terrible story of the 
wholesale slaughter last year of Arme- 
nians when the ‘Tartars spared neither 
age nor sex in any district where they 
happened to outnumber their enemy. The 
Tartars hate the Armenians because they 
have seen that every step of civilized 
progress has made these Christians richer 
and more powerful, while they them- 
selves, as ignorant and barbarous as any 
tribe of Asia, are a declining race. The 
writer visited every ene of massacre. 
This savage outburst is the chief feature 
of his book, but he treats of all the in- 
fluences that have spread misery and fear 
throughout the Caucasus; and his ver- 
dict impeaches the justice of the Russian 
bureaucracy its competence to pro- 
tect life and pr erty. 
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HE author of “ Russia; Travels and 
Studies,” a talent for facts.

The other saving influence 
is that she eliminates much, writing of 
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nothing that does not interest her, and 
fortunately the things that stimulate her 
eurlosity and her inclination to investi- 
gate are those which interest the majority 
of intelligent readers. Few foreign wo- 
men have traveled further or lingered 
longer in the Russian Empire than Mrs. 
Meakin. Her earlier works deal chiefly 
with the Asian possessions, and in the 
present volume she gives the quintessence 
of her stugies of European Russia. 

Most tourists visit St. Petersburg in 
Summer, but she tells them, what many 
have discovered, that the capital is not 
only very hot, but also deadly dull at that 
season, for nobody is in town who can af- 
ford to leave it. The Winter months are 
the time to enjoy St. Petersburg. 

Every chapter is solid without sacrifice 
of entertainment. The author rather skill- 
fully avoids the hackneyed. She gives six 
peges to Ninjl Novgorod, tut only a page 
to its famous fair. She treats the various 
phases of life. The German population, 
the Lutheran Church, the peasants, fac- 
tories and factory hands, and the village 
industries have each a chapter. Bits of 
history that will throw light on the present 
are sprinkled through the pages and the 
characteristics and individuality of all the 
leading cities are brought into clear view. 
The photographic illustrations are numer- 
ous and good. As a pen picture of the 
Russia of to-day in all its aspects not 
political this book can scarcely be ex- 
celled.

OUR of the books deal with the ad-

And surely if Anne Warner had had 
such an instrument “ Seeing France with 
Uncle John” would never have been writ- 
ten. Her “Susan Clegg"’ stories, rich in 
pungent amar and extremely clever in 
their portrayal of quaint and amusing 
character, deserve a place among the 
choice specimens of American humorous 
literature—which means the best humor- 
ous literature in the world. And this 
present book falls so far below what she 
has taught her readers to expect that 
even her enemies, if she has any, must be 
sorry that she has published it. Uncle 
John is a rich, egotistic, vulgar, and gen- 
erally disagreeable American, who takes 
his two young and pretty nieces and their 
chaperon on a trip to France 
The story is told partly in the language 
of Uncle John himself and partly in the 
letters of one of the nieces to her mother. 
Its chief claim to humor fs in its mild sat- 
ire upon the way many Americans “do” 
Europe, rushing from one point to another 
and from picture gallery to cathedral as 
if they were pursued by fiends. A great 
many other Americans, mostly disagree- 
able, appear in the course of the journey. 
There are also two young men who are in 
respectively, with the two nieces, 
and who show much amusing ingenuity itn 
their efforts to baffle the aes 
watchfulness of Uncle John. The two 
characters, Yvonne and her uncle, who do 
all the telling of the story, are made to 
portray themselves with some cleverness, 
girl writes her letters with vivacity 
and gives girlish descriptions 
of the things she sees.

But, on the whole, the au- 
thor has produced a good and entertain- 
ing volume. He is content to write sim- 
ply and let the actual facts supply al} the 
thrills required to stimulate juvenile in- 
terests. 

The last two books of adventure, Mr. 
Williams’s “The Romance of Early Ex- 
ploration” and Mr. Scott's “The Ro- 
mance of Polar Exploration” will rank 
high in this class of writing. The facts 
used by Mr. Williams are taken largely 
from the valuable publications of the 
Hukluyt Society, and with these chroni- 
cles as a basis serious error would have 
been inexcusable. The author follows 
many of the leading events of travel and 
discovery from the journey of the Pil- 
grims in the fourth century when they 
saw in a church on Olivet “the very 
marks made by our Lord’s feet in the 
dust "' down to the explorers immediately 
preceding the Columbian era.

HE DRAGON PAINTER,” (Little, 
Brown & Co., Boston,) by Mary 
McNeil Fenollosa, tells a story 
about Japan, for which a long- 
sufferimg and much deceived pub- 
lic should, metaphorically speak- 
ing, get down on its knees to 
thank the author; for, in its way, it bears 
as plainly the marks of its author's know- 
and comprehension of the Japanese 
and sympathy with Japanese mo- 
ls as does the work of Laf- 
with its more serious and 
scholarly trend. One does not need to have 
had any personal experience in the land of 
which Mrs. Fenollosa writes in order to be 
perfectly certain that these pages give a 
truthful picture of Japanese domestic life 
and a faithful revelation of the inner 
depths of Japanese feeling—not one of 
specious translations of Japan in 
terms of modern ‘ Westernism,” with 
which we are all so unfortunately famil- 
far. There is not a foreigner of any kind 
among the characters—which of itself is 
a large factor in the atmosphere of real- 
ity which is the book’s main and most de- 
lightful feature—and the story is devel- 
oped amid surroundings and incidents that 
have not the remotest relation to any- 
thing outside the boundaries of Nippon. 
While one is under its spell the common 
workaday world seems very, very far

Japan are avoided in Mrs. Fenollosa’s 
story, and for once we are treated to the 
pleasure of a romance which is unspolled 
by sordid contrasts, but grows and blooms 
as beautifully as seems only fitting in this 
strangely lovely land. As a study of the 
artistic temperament it shows that the 
fire of genius burns with as uncomfort- 
able a fierceness among the gray roofs of 
Yeddo as anywhere else in the world, 
and as a study in human hearts that 
there too the course of true love runs 
turbulently. In truth, there are many 
things about this Little story that for the 
first time give one a feeling of famuliari- 
ty and at-homeness with Japan. It Is be- 
cause the writer of it has somehow 
reached down to the humanness of the 
people she is describing, and there we are 
all alike. 

Most interesting is the portrait drawn 
by Mrs. Fenollosa of the old painter 
Hans Indara, who so greatly desires one 
of his own name to continue his work 
that he adopts a wild mountain youth, 
who not only exhibits all the most ex- 
travageant manifestations of the artistic 
temperament, but far surpasses his mas- 
ter in talent. His flouts and jeers are 
nothing to Kano if only he will go on 
painting the wonderful 
have won him fame among the country 
folk, but he falls in love with Kano’s 
lovely daughter, Umé-ko, and when he 
has won her for his wife utterly refuses 
to exercise any further his strange 
genius.

epee KILDARE knows the east 
side as very few of those who at- 
tempt to write about it can ever 
know it. For he was born there and 
grew up in it and by manful effort 
grew out of it. And therefore what- 
ever he has to say about the slums and 
their people has the weight of author- 
ity. And that is the more true since 
his heart is still so full of affection and 
the wish to serve that he feels the peo- 
ple of crowded tenement Llocks and 
the Bowery and the slums to be “his 
own people.” The pictures that he pre- 
sents in this volume of the swarming 
tenements, the Bowery lodging houses 
with their 50,000 “ has-beens,” the low | 
saloons and their habitués, are intense- 
ly interesting because they thrill with 
the touch of the man who knows what 
he is writing about and feels all its ter- 
ror, its pathos, and its vast impor- 
tance. Perhaps the most interesting of 
all the sketches are those in which he 
studies the character, the causes, and 
the habits of that army of derelicts that 
fill the cheap lodging houses when they 
have the price of a bed and walk the 
streets when they have not. He com- 
plains that those who write of the east 
side too often do not take account of its 
grades and do not show sharply cnough 
the wide distinctions which exist 
tween them. But even he sometimes 
blurs the outlines a little and makes 
one wonder just where and how wide is 
the demarkation. Very interesting also 
is his half-whimsical suggestion, in 
“The Slums’ Point of View,” of a par- 
liament of paupers and philanthro- 
pists, so that each might try to find 
out just what the other is trying to do, 
and so save a good deal of wasted ef- 
fort. Indeed, the most impressive idea 
one gets from his book is, perhaps, that 
of a vast amount of wasted time, ef- 
fort, money, and good intentions on the 
part of those who wish to do something 
for the region of which he writes. Ap- 
parently the waste is mainly because 
those who wish to help the east side 
start in before they have much idea of 
what to do or how to do it.

TOLSTOY'S OPINION ( 


OF SHAKESPEARE. 


—e-oo-0—— 
A Glance at the Translation of His New Book, Which Has 
Not Yet Appeared in This Country.* 


Then they for sudden joy did weep, 
And I for sorrow sung, 

That such a king should play bo-peep, 
And go the fools among. 


T is “King Lear” that Tolstoy has 
especially chosen to. be the mark of 
his criticism; and it is in “ King 
Lear" that we find the most nat- 
ural indictment of Tolstoy's condi- 
tion of mind. Out of the mouth of 

the eternal fool pe convict the wise 
Count of having here abdicated the 
crowning quality by which his own great- 
est works have virtue; by which they 
have become a power in the world. Not 
by the logic of his doctrines—for there is 
no logic,in his doctrines—but by the sim- 
ple revelation of a grand personality Tol- 
stoy has made it impossible that any one 
should be seriously disturbed by his mis- 
takes. Moreover, we should no more dare 
to accuse Count Tolstoy of being danger- 
ous than we should presume to arrest Sir 
John Falstaff for being drunk. Of course 
there is no comparison whatever between 
Sir John and the Count, except in so far 
as they are both characters within the 
universal grasp of Shakespeare. 

We should like to have seen what kind 
of character the poet would have made of 
Sir John reformed, and we suspect that 
Sir John reformed would have been as in- 
temperate with good works as previously 
with sherris-sack. And again we should 
see how the penalty imposed by the 
Eumenides (the kindly ones) on these who 
abandon innocence (which alone is wise) 
and then painfully win it back, is that 
they are doomed to be always forcing 
goodness into incredible limitations, bind- 
ing it with chains and links of fron. This 
indeed is the parable of Tolstoy’s own 
life, as he himself has written it, though 
he has explained it otherwise. The glory, 
on the other hand, of innocence regained 
by self-combat is that we are forced to 
admire the man’s strength of will, which 
is his ultimate salvation. But the quality 
Tolstoy has abdicated when he writes 
about art is the great unself-conscious 
power of holding the mirror up to nature 
with godlike impartiality. He does not 
follow far enough the thought that 


Merit lives from man to man, 
And not from man, O Lord, to thee! 

Tolstoy does not perceive that the poet, 
before he can dare to praise God, must 
dare to establish himself on that height 
from which he beholds without fear and 
without favor both good and evil; on that 
height only will he be able to avail him- 
self of truth. Woe to him if he be not “ 
a littleschild.’"” When Tolstoy writes a 
story he is, naturally, at least half-way 
up Parnassus; but, unfortunately, when 
he writes a pamphlet he is wandering 
about the darkened streets of Sodom and 
Gomorrah, the cities of the plain 

S0 much for the fundamental reason why 
Tolstoy propounds in this pamphlet, as his 
leading motive, the “lack of sincerity ”’ 
which he has discovered throughout 
Shakespeare. For Tolstoy never really 
touches the question of the poet's sinceri- 
ty. He rises no higher than argument 
about the questionable morals of Sir John 
Falstaff. And if the Count be impregnable 
to sympathy with Sir John, or, rather, to 
the unquestionable magic which makes 
usrall so humanly fond of that great old 
blackguard, so that like Prince John of 
Lancaster we 

Bettef speak of him than he deserves, 
if Tolstoy’s heart be 
that sympathy,

enlarge as ‘he does further, on the Iirre- 
ligion of Shakespeare. 

Therefore it is idle for us to consider in 
detail the various arguments about Ham- 
let's lack of character and the especial 
shortcomings of the “ Tragedy of King 
Lear.” It is entertaining to read them; 
and once you grant Tolstoy his premises 
for a while there is a certain characteris- 
tic and delightful humor in the Count’s 
way of putting it. He says that Shake- 
speare is always filling his characters’ 
mouths with “ voluble utterances "’ not in 
harmony with human nature. Here is 
apparently Tolstoy’s only hitting argu- 
ment. He takes the old stories in the 
chronicles from which Shakespeare took 
his plays, and holds them up as being 
stronger, more natural, and altogether 
better art. He also makes us conscious 
of our affection for the gigantic plainness 
of Aeschylus and Sophocles. But not the 
erudite critics whom Tolstoy annihilates, 
not these, but the common people who do 
not read, these have revealed by their 
universal and untutored love for Shake- 
speare how the “mighty line” affects 
them as at the sight of fire. And the 
cause is simply explained. 


Shakespeare could take a simple story 
and lift the simple people in it, as it were, 
to the thunder-beaten heights of Sinai. 
There, in that awful light and Presence, 
they are seen no longer as in a giass 
darkly; under that strain they speak from 
the “nether chaotic deep"; their lan- 
guage becomes miraculous, and thus fre- 
quently we see in Shakespeare human 
nature breaking into insanity, or trans- 
figured. Only Shakespeare never saw by

Tolstoy—No. Tolstoy might as well find 
fault with Job or Isaiah, whose rhapsodi- 
cal poetry is only superior to that of 
Shakespeare's in just this degree, that 
they had positively found out divine 
things, whereas Shakespeare was never 
sure. And in this huge uncertainty he 
was too proud to accept less than what 
it may be only death could give him. 

But Count Tolstoy has the mat- 
ter here in his own way, his way is 
not wide enough. Shakespedre, like the 
law and the prophets, must be fulfilled 
and completed, or yet more grandly paral- 
leled by-an art going straight and fur- 
ther; he cannot be denied and abolished. 

Bernard Shaw, in a letter to Mr. Ernest 
Crosby, the Polontuslike English editor of 
Tolstoy, printed at the end of this book, 
would of course abolish Shakespeare as a 
thinker on the ground of his having “a 
ready-made morality " and of his not hav- 
ing made any “ original contribution” to 
the thoughts that shake mankind. But 
until it is seen that Mr. Shaw's thoughts 
can shake mankind with something less 
intermittent than giggling we need not 
be dismayed.

SW O American boy or girl who likes to 
read ought to be ignorant nowa- 
days of the history of the country. 
For the number of books ready at 
hand to tell them all about it, 
whether in completeness, in out- 
line, by epochs, by episodes, 

by characters, in romance, or in 
faithful narrative is simply bewildering. 
Most of them are very well written, In- 
deed, and are calculated to rouse the in- 
terest of the young reader so much that 
he will be anxious to go on and learn 
more about the particular character or 
time of which he has been learning. Es- 
pecially is this true of tunning the 
Gantlet,"” by Jessie Peabody Frothing- 
ham. (D. Appleton & Co. $1.50.) For 
it is a complete account of the brave and 
dashing exploits of Lieut. William B. 
Cushing, which culminated in his notable 
feat of the blowing up of the Confederate 
ram Albemarle. Lieut. Cushing’s adven- 
turous nature, the amazing risks he was 
willing to take, his love of daring ex- 
ploits, and, above all, his extreme youth 
at the beginning of the war and his rapid 
rise in the navy make his story particu- 
larly attractive to young readers. 

Another biographical book dealing with 
American history is ‘‘ The Story of Gen- 
eral Richard Montgomery,” by Percy K. 
Fitzhyvgh, (McLoughlin Brothers, 40 
cents,) in the Young Folks’ Colonial Li- 
brary. It tells the tale of the invasion 
of Canada during the French and Indian 
war, refers briefly to his quiet life until 
the opening of the Revolution, and de- 
scribes his untimely death. The book 
ts especially noteworthy because of the 
brief but clear way in which it connects 
its characters and events with the broad 
movements of history and the men and 
women concerned in them. The author 
has succeeded admirably in the building 
out of this background. Another story 
of battles, but this time with its scene 
laid in Spain during the Peninsular War, 
is “’Tention!"’ by G. Manville Fenn, pro- 
lific author of books for boys, (W. & R. 
Chambers.) It takes a boy bugler, wound- 
ed on almost the first page, and a young 
private who dropped behind to take care 
of him, through many trying experiences, 
through battles, aangers, and all manner 
of excitements, until the close of the 
war, when they meet with the rewards 
they deserve.

VERY engaging book is “ Young 
A People in Old Places,” by Cornelia 
Baker, (the Babbs-Merrill Com- 
pany,) which is quite as much about very 
nice people, young and old, as it is about 
old places. Two children, a girl and a 
boy, 10 and 12 years old, and very life- 
like children they are, too, persuade their 
srandmother, a vigorous old lady of 73 
intelligent and of strong character, to 
take them to Europe. On the steamer 
they fall in with a young lady who writes 
historical novels, and they all journey 
together through England and France 
and Spain, They see and talk about all 
the important things and places and have 
many adventures that are not tn the least 
of the conventional sort. 

A general reading by children of the 
Children of Other Lands Series would 
help much, in time, in the breaking up of 
that spirit of mutual distrust and dislike 
between nations which everybody hopes 
the growth of the spirit of peace and 
good-will will some day destroy. For it 
aims to give to the children of this coun- 
try an intimate understanding of the lives 
of children in other countries, and that is 
bound to arouse in them interest and 
sympathy and fellow-feeling toward all 
the people of the lands of which they 
read. The latest issue in the series ts 
“When I Was a Girl in Italy,” by Mari- 
etta Ambrosi, (Lothrop, Lee & Shepard 
Company, 75 cents,) a revised edition of 
a book formerly issued under another 
name. It gives a graphic account of the 
industries, social customs, religious ob- 
servances, dress, and pleasures of the 
common people of Italy and of the ef- 
forts of the author and her young com- 
panions in aid of Garibaldi. 

The “ Helen Grant Series,” by Amanda 
M. Douglas, is increased by the addition 
of “Helen Grant In College,” (Lothrop, 
Leo & Shepard Company, $1.25.) The 
young girl whose womanly nature has 
already made so many friends, as they 
have followed her history through the 
stagos of her growth, is taken in this vol- 
ume through the first year at a large wo- 
men’s college.

Africa. All the world has been ransacked 
for the stories that fill “The Birch Tree 
Fairy Book,” edited by Cliften Johnson, 
(1dttle, Brown & Co., $1.25.) The book is a 
companion volume to “The Oak Tree 
Fairy Book,” which was issued last year, 
and its contents have been subjected to 
the same sort of pruning. The aim of the 
series is to present the old favorites in a 
version better suited to the moral ideas 
of the present duy and to lop off or soften 
thelr gluttony, falsehood, drunkenness, 
cruelty, and blood-letting without losing 
anything of thelr essential sweetness and 
charm.

Another New Edition of His Diary

OHN EVELYN died on Feb. 27, 
1706, in the 86th year of his age. 
The bicentenary of his death at- 
tracted little attention, but has 
setved the good purpose of pro- 
ducing more than one reprint of 
the lary, and now in the An- 
tumn the new edition just published 
by the Messrs. Macmillan, edited by that 
accomplished man of letters, Mr. Austin 
Dobson. Mr. Dobson thinks folk may 
ask what he is doing in this particular 
gatiey of the seventeenth century. He 
declines to take refuge im the plea that 
Evelyn died in the eighteenth, and by his 
very cast and complexion of mind prefig- 
ured and foreshadowed many eighteenth 
eentury characteristics. He prefers to 
plead that the qualities which make for 
research in one epoch are equally service- 
able in another, and he tells us that these 
qualities have been quickened and intensi- 
fied by a special enthusiasm of many 
years, standing for John Evelyn of Sayes 
Court and Wotton. The mass of illus- 
trative Uterature that he has added in his 
motes to the notes of Bray and Forster 
makes his true answer. But the plea he 
declines is legitimate and suggestive. 
Evelyn does prefigure and foreshadow the 
eighteenth century. The Stuart epoch is 
the bridge in our history between mediae- 
val and modern. 

Evelyn covered the later and larger part 
of it and the Revolution. One of the ear- 
Mest entries in the diary tells how he well 
remembered he “‘ was ene day awakened 
in the morning with the news of the Duke 
of Buckingham being siain by that wretch 
Felten "'; and readers of the spirited tales 
of Dumas’s Musketeers wilt feel them- 
selves carried very far from a modern at- 
mosphere. But let them read on and they 
will find how truly the diarist’s tastes 
and interests are of the cast and com- 
plexion of the coming time. They were 
those proper to a humane and highly civ- 
lized social life. The groves and gardens 
that played so characteristic a wart in the 
“Augustan’’ scheme date largely from 
Evelyn's epoch. Evelyn was before all 
things a gardener. His heart was in his 
own garden, and wherever among the 
great of his day a mansion was to be 
planned an@ a garden planted there Mr. 
Evelyn's task and advice were cagerly 
sought. His was ths project to plant with 
eak the Forest of Dean, and till the very 
recent revival among us of a care for af- 
forestation we have lived somewnat reck- 
lessly on the wealth of timber which Eng- 
land owed in no small degree to his pre- 
eept and example, 

His love of nature, it should be added, 
had, too, the limitations of the eighteenth 
eentury. For him Fontainebleau was dis- 
figured by its “horrid rocks” and the 
Alps suggested that “nature had here 
swept up the rubbish of the earth to form 
and clear the plains of Lombardy.” He 
made it his business to devise an infirm- 
ary for the wounded in war, and was con- 
cerned.in the foundation of Chelsea and 
Greenwich Hospitals. He was the friend 
of Sir Christopher Wren, and the discoverer 
of Grinling Gibbons, for whom, haying 
failed to obtain the patronage of the King, 
be did the greater service of getting him 
employed by Wren; for his interest in the 
art and decoration of the house was sec- 
to his passion for the garden. 
excellence of art, 
excited his curiosity. He was a connois- 
seur of the minor and the major arts. He 
was one of the first to welcome the new 
art cf ‘‘ mezzo tinto.” A quiet time in 
one of the great libraries or galleries of 
that art-loving epech was his most cher- 
ished recreation. 

He was an observant and critical play- 
goer, an amateur of opera, eager to hear

It was equally -remarkable in 
Italy and France. Religious wars and 
controversy. had distracted but by no 
means destroyed the progressive develop- 
ment of the intellectual side of the Ren- 
aissance. The intellectual communion be- 
tween England and the Continent had 
progressed with this progress. Since the 
prestige of the Spanish defeat, the-insu- 
larity of England was far less marked. 
The Italianate Englishman was no longer, 
as in Ascham’'s day, a devil incarnate. 
Travelers like Milton and Evelyn met for- 
eign. ituminati on equal terms, and re- 
turned informed but undazaled. James 
Jiowell, the English Baedeker of the sev- 
enteenth century, published his book on

The first of the three fine volumes that 
make the present edition contain Evelyn's 
travels. @ was a good traveler. He was 
an interested tourist in England as well as 
abroad. He was a good traveler because 
his curiosity was as catholic as it was 
alert. People and places, custems and 
arts alike engaged his interest. He 
shirked no éxperience that promised new 


knowledge.

He notes the first drinking of coffee, 
the first use of umbrellas, he notices that 
the Greek Church made the sign of the 
cross from right to left, contrary to the 
Latins. His information is not always 
scientific. He tells us, for example, that 
the Church of Ste. Geneviéve In Paris 
was dedicated to an Amazon said to have 
delivered the city from the English!

A HISTORY OF THE INQUISITION IN 
SPAIN. By Henry Charles Lea, LL. D. 
in two volumes. New York: The Mac- 
millan Company. 

R, LEA produces the crowning work 
of his life equipped with an amount 
of learning and training in his- 

torical methods which is unique in this 
country. As far as it has gone, his history 
of the Inquisition in Spain promises to be 
the most learned and thorough piece of 
historical research that nas heen pro- 
duced in America, except, possibly, with 
regard to certain sides of American his- 
tory itself. He has examined all the 
sources, both printed and manuscript, that 
are in any way accessible; the amount of 
material in Spain is simply colossal. He 
has been prepared for the present work 
by his equally elaborate study of the bis- 
tory of the Inquisition of the Middle Ages, 
which bears upon the topic he has now In 
hand more by way of contrast than of 
derivation. 


Mr, Lea’s method, however, Is strictly 
analytical. He deals with the Inquisition 
as a political organism, and deals with 
its functions much as a physiologist would 
deal with the functions of a special part 
of the anima] frame. In the half of the 
work which is before us he deals respect- 
ively with the origin and establishment, 

é with the State, the jurisdiction, 

ation, resources, and practice, and 
on each and all of these topics has the 
fullest information that exists in any lan- 
guage, basing his statements for the most 
part on the record of the Inquisition it- 
self. 

But this severely analytical method of 
dealing. with the subject is somewhat re- 
pellent even to the trained reader. Every- 
body knows that the records of the Inqul- 
sition are full of the most romantic epi- 
sodes of martyrdom and treachery, of 
heroism and of tyranny. But little of 
this appears in the severely critical pages 
of Mr. Lea, and unless the remaining two 
volumes justify its tithe more fully this 
History of the Spanish Inquisition will 
have ultimately to be suppressed for an- 
other somewhat more artistic. Meanwhile, 
however, no one can deny the severely 
scientific method of the work as a refer- 
ence book on all the constitutional ques- 
tions relating to the Inquisition, and in 
that regard the work must take rank as a 
standard authority for many a long day.

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FRENCH SPELLING REFORM. 
T will probably be news to most of 
our readers that France also has @ 
spelling reform on its hands. Our own 
simplifiers have been telling us that we 
are alone among the nations in the 
extremity of our heterography. The 
example of France in particular they 
have not wearied in holding up to 
us. As a matter of fact, no picture 
of our own heterography that Prof. 
Matthews or Mr. Carnegie could paint 
would present a gloomier aspect than 
French spelling exhibits to M. Brunot, 
the Chairman of the French commission 
appointed to Mquire into the current 
spelling and recommend changes, who 
has made his report and published it 
in the Revue de Paris. For it need 
hardly be said that “they order these 
matters,” if not “better,” at least 
more in France, and that no French 
reformers would embark upon such a 
subject without some sort of official 
“mandate.” In the present case the 
commission appears to have been ap- 
pointed by the Minister of Public In- 
struction, to whom it is to report. It 
might seem that poor M. Briand had 
already troubles enough -of his own 
without being required to defend in the 
Chamber the report of the reformers 
appointed by one of his predecessors. 

M. Brunot explains that his proposals 
are his own, and that his colleagues 
of the commission do not necessarily 
concur in them. As might be expected 
of a Frenchman, they are founded on 
logical even more than upon etymo- 
logical but the political 
ground upon which he bases them has 


principles, 


been quite overlooked by our own re- 


formers. It is, he maintains, contrary 


to the principle of equality that some 
persons should spell better than others. 
Here are his remarkable words: 


Besides, and this has a considerable 
social importance, in converting orthog- 
raphy into the possession of a few 
there is created a distinction among 
Frenchmen, a distinction artificial and 
vain, no doubt, but is it more vain 
than that which rests upon a manner 
of saluting or upon the cut of a gar- 
ment?

State of New York, and by no means 
the least literate member of that body, 
was a very bad speller, and could not 
possibly write a page without a mis- 
take at which a schoolboy who had 
the gift we speak of would have 
laughed. Freedom of spelling was the 
rule in French as well as in English 
up to a century and a half ago, or 
thereabout, when standards of spelling 
were set up by dictionaries which im- 
posed their authority. In the seven- 
teenth century printing in English, in 
such a book as Evelyn’s Diary, for ex- 
ample, it is not uncommon to find a 
word spelled in two ways on the same 
page. But no reader then or now had 
any difficulty in making out the au- 
thor’s meaning, and certainly nobody 
thought of yreproaching him for his 
heterography on the ground of his 
illiteracy. It should seem that M. 
Brunot desired to bring back that 
golden prime of spell as you please. 
But that is by no means the case, On 
the contrary, he is of the opinion that 
“all history imposes” what Richelieu 
in creating the French Academy made 
his own, and what, it may be added, 
the President of the United States has 
made his own, “the duty the State 
owes to the nation to police the lan- 
guage.” He adds, “the Ministry has 
the uncontested and incontestable right 
to teach what it chooses,” and, also, in 
what seems a contradiction of his basic 
principle, “it is necessary that from 
one end to the other of the republic 
the written form of the word shall ap- 
pear always one, always identical with 
itself.” 

As is the case in our own country, the 
besotted slaves of custom in France 
make heartless sport of these grand 
ideas. M. Henry Bidou, in the Débats, 
has with them the fun of the old-fash- 
foned scholar. His summing up of the 
proposals of M. Brunot is worth quot- 
ing: 

Such is the curlous mixture which the 
brain of M. Brunot presents to atten- 
tive eyes, a sensibility naive but demo- 
cratic, which wishes an easier orthog- 
raphy to the end that the negroes of 
the colonies may learn it with less 
trouble; a rather muddy sediment of 
radical politics, where is found the no- 
tion of the equality of men in respect 
to spelling, a proud Caesarism of office 
holder, which makes him write with sol- 
emn capitals the Ministry and the Gov- 
ernment. What is it, then—the Gov- 
ernment? An intelligent and literate 
Minister cannot help understanding 
that he has nothing to do in that galley, 
which is an old radical boat, and that 
it is a strange notion to metamorphose 
spelling, which it is true is fantastic 
enough, in order to let into the brains 
of peasants of the Morvan or of Lower 
Brittany, whom M. Brunot dreams of 
making write as it is spoken, a French 
that they will never know how to speak.

Shake- 
speare has been often harshly criticized. 
Mr. Swinburne has bitterly denounced 
the editions of the First Folio, the 
fountain-head of Shakespearean text, 
for their ignorance and carelessness. 
Voltaire called the great poet a bar- 
barian. The poets of the English 
Restoration despised him. There is 
nothing new in Tolstoy’s abuse, nothing 
important, nothing that will prevail; 
but we hope it will serve to increase 
the genera] reading of Shakespeare. 
As for Mr. Bernard Shaw, he is merely 
a comedian of letters, and his vein of 
humer is already somewhat over- 
worked. As for Mr. Ernest Crosby, he 
is an amiable gentleman whose aim 
in life is to be something “anti.” Ac- 
cepted beliefs and traditions, customs 
and creeds, annoy Mr. Crosby. We 
print this week a short article on Tol- 
stoy’s book, which has not yet been 
published in this country.

N this age of clever advertising, 
when fiction is paramount and 
readers are too bewildered to dis- 
criminate, the unknown poet has 
little opportunity to be heard, 
Among the reviewers his work Is 

summarily dismissed along with that 
of other poets, and the lovers of 
good verse can get at best only a vague 
idea of its quality. I should ifke, there- 
fore, to commend to the readers of THE 
New YorK Times SaTURDAY REVIEW OF 
Booxs a siender volume of excellent 
verse which has recently been published— 


“ Prince Ivo of Bohemia,”” by Mr. Arthur 
8S. Mann. “Prince Ivo” is a fine piece 
of work. First of all, it is a story of ab- 
sorbing interest; the plot is so skilifully 
handled that the reader on first perusal 
is loath to linger over the felicities of the 
diction or the smoothness of the numbers. 
From the moment when Prince Ivo, after 
reluctantly consenting for political rea- 
sons to marry the Princess of Bulgaria, 
exclaims to his friend: 


One more adventure, Constant, ere the 
close! 

Let's go seek out the fair Bulgarian 

And ela her once with plain, unblazoned 
shie 

As man to maid, and see what then re- 
sults, 


the reader is carried away by a series of 
dramatic situations quite out of the com- 
monplace—situations which, though ro- 
mantic, are not of the sentimental kind 
that usually attend such a quest as Prince 
Ivo and Constant undertake. Prince 
Ivo’s visit to the Court of Bulgaria shat- 
ters statesmen's schemes and plunges the 
two kingdoms into war. “ What then re- 
sults” proves to be the hardest test to 
which the friendship of one man with an- 
other can be submitted; Constant is final- 
ly compelled to choose between life with 
the woman he loves and death with his 
Prince and friend. 

Both the characters and the setting are 
in keeping with the plot. The barbarian 
splendor of the Bulgarian Court, the tow- 
ering peaks and shadowy ravines of the 
realms of Ottocar the Black, form a har- 
monious background for the conflicting 
passions of the young Prince and the 
King, the love of Constant for Sevna, and 
Ivo’s impetuous wooing of Kara. Against 
this background each character stands 
clearly defined. Prince Ivo, young, eager, 
brave, frets against the tightening bonds 
of state responsibilities: 


The spirit of the South is in his heart, 
me opes, deep tenderness, impassioned 
e, 
And the luring charm of wooded, sun- 
kissed hills. 


His friend Constant, the philosopher- 
warrior, strives to take all the gifts and 
blows of fate with even mind, “nor wild 
wita joy, nor overcome by pain.” The 
Princess Sevna, tender, beautiful, hating 
“the husks and shells of social life,” is 
wrapt in that other world which Con- 
stant knows so well: 


Oh, that I were free 
To lead my iife, to follow out my dreams! 
For sometimes when I steal a quiet hour 
To muse upon the pages of my books, 
(But oh, I have so few!) there comes a 
gleam 
From an unknown world I fain would 
penetrate, 
A world of mystic beauty, whose fair 
shapes 
And strains of music and echoes of high 
thoughts 
Linger a momen 
And then depart. 


And Kara, the dark-eyed daughter of 
the hills, is as alluring as “the mys- 
teries that lie within the forest and the 
glen’ where her father’s lawless mount- 
aineers make their home.

But the poem is something more than 
an engrossing tale well told. In depicting 
the struggles of a few brave souls to sur- 
mount all barriers and attain the fullness 
of life it voices a virile protest againat 
the modern tendency to submit without a 
murmur to the hebetating sway of stale 
conventions. When one is satiated with 
the idle, colorless tales which are being 
rehashed in endless monotony for the en- 
tertainment of an _ uncritical public, 
“Prince Ivo of Bohemia” comes ag a 
welcome relief.

I was very much pleased to read in a 
recent number of THs New York Trmus 
Saturpay Review or Books a short 
tribute to that charming book “ Will 
Shakespeare’s Little Lad.” It has been 
a favorite of mine since its publication, 
and I, too, have deplored the fact that it 
is not more widely known. It has oc- 
curred to me that, aside from the lack 
of advertising, (I do not remember ever 
seeing the book advertised,) one draw- 
back to its making its way Is its cover, 
which is more truly appropriate for a col- 
lection of Mother Goose Melodies. To 
the purchaser, judging from externals, the 
book seems intended for the very young, 
and the publishers ought to have had the 
discrimination to see that such ig not the 
case. I know, speaking from experience, 
that my copy was originally bought for 
my little son—a child of 9—but in looking 
through the pages myself I speedily saw 
that the appeal was to the older mind, 
and I took the book into my own heart. 
When my son was 14 he discovered the 
worth of the book for himself. Too much 
emphasis cannot be laid upon the fact 
that this story of Shakespeare's little lad 
is of great value to the young folk who 
are becoming acquainted with the poet, 
and children of larger growth will ap- 
preciate it as well. The late Mr. Locke 
Richardson (the Shakespearean scholar 
and reader) was particularly enthusiastic 
about the book. When I saw him in 
Berlin shortly before his death he told me 
that he considered it a triumph of com- 
bined knowledge, inspiration, and felici- 
tous expression, and, moreover, it was 
so illumined with loca} color and smacked 
so of the flavor of the times that it 
seemed like a true story. This is, indeed, 
praise, but those of us who know and 
love the little Iad, as his author has 
drawn him, with her simple but exquisite 
touch, will not feel that ft is exaggerated.

LTHOUGH evidently Intended as 
an incidental feature tn Elsie 
M. Lang’s “ Literary London,” 
the forty-two photographs espe- 
cially taken for the book by. W. 
J. Roberts form a collection of 
pictures of rare individuality 
of personal, intimate charm. The 
text is t.othing more than a series of par- 
agraphs with subjects alphabetically 
ranged, dealing with lanes, streets, 
courts, churches, dwellings, tombstones, 
and taverns, which are connected with 
the life of literary London of the past 
and which might without any great 
trouble be extracted from an ordinary 
guide book. It is super- 
flucus to enumerate them. 
The perfunctory nature of 
the text, however, is 
somewhat relieved by the introduction 
from the pen of G. K. Chesterton, an 
English man of letters, who is just now in 
the public eye through his attacks on 
English literary traditions. 

In a characteristically ironical vein, Mr. 
Chesterton rebukes the Cockney net for 
his ignorance of pigs and primroses, but 
for his lack of knowledge concerning the 
pavements and lampposts about him, and 
for his acceptance of the fallacy that the 
country is more poetical than the city. 
Walking along the Thames Embankment 
or across @ park or through a narrow 
street, he conjures up from the past mem- 
ories which go far toward proving his as- 
sertions. 

A street fn London means stratum upon 
stratum of history, poet upon poet, battle- 
field upon battlefield, This is partly the 
reason why we feel London to be unro- 
mantic; that ft is too romantic to be felt 
at ail; the other reason, which arises 
from the first, is that it is never so close- 
ly and clearly described in the books that 
we read as is the country.

lure of lost treasure 
is as old and new and as peren- 
nially fascina ; in fiction the 
theme of love, and whoever can give it a 
new dress can always count upon the 
gratitude of his fellows. And John Ben- 
nett, in “The Treasure of Peyre Gal- 
lard,” has given it a new dress of skiliful 
and unique contrivances, cleverly woven 
together, full of human interests with 
which ihe reader can always sympathize, 
and pleasing, with a curious, rugged sort 
of charm. In brief, it is the story of the 
treasure of an immensely wealthy South- 
ern planter which was buried in a sw 
by his negro servant when che househ¢ 
was attacked and the family driven away 
by a body of marauders during the Revo- 
lulionary War. The negro met his master 
in the wilderness, showed him the place, 
and the master made a cryptogram de- 
scribing the location, which the black 
man was to carry home. But the master 
met his- death and the servant lost his 
senses. One after another of old Peyre 
Gaillard’s descendants tried to find the 
tre and finally, when the family 
fortunes were at the lowest point, a sur- 
veyor cousin came from the North, a 
young man with a keen intelligence, a 
dogged determination, and a mathemati- 
cal, analytical mind. He gathered to- 
gether everything pearing on the subject, 
and by logical analysis and careful sifting 
and combining of evidence, aided by the 
quick-wittedness of the daughter of the 
family, solved the cryptogram and found 
the treasure. 

Apparently the story is founded upon 
manuscripts and legends in existence In a 
Southern family, but it does not matter 
in the- least whether the author found 
much or little of his material ready to his 
hand. For he has made a tale that hangs 
together just as vitally and organically as 
if he had tmagined it all himself. The 
story of the slow unraveling of the cryp- 
togram, although it is told in minute de- 
tall, is managed so well that it carries the 
reader along with a breathless sort of in- 
terest to the end. And the account of the 
adventures of the searching party which 
follows the directions of the cryptogram 
aad finds the treasure is full of the thrill 
ef tense nerves and uncanny surround- 
ings. The manner of the book is uncon- 
ventional, and its combination of poetie 
imagination with rugged, somewhat brok- 
en, style gives it a peculiar charm. 

The author’s one love scene, although 
it is told with poetic beauty and eleva- 
tion of feeling, is a serious fault in con- 
struction, because in it he makes the sole 
departure from the first person in which 
the rest of the book is written. And at 
the end he has a long-drawn-out anti- 
climax. But this is more pardonable, be- 
cause the human interest of it gives a 
touch of reality and heightens the effect 
of verisimilitude.
